LEE AS AN IKJrtui MAN. 


As a man. Lee was a handsome and re»- 


pectablg effigy,' with a weak intellectual 
and moral organization. 
He was never 


certain which was right, and in all critical 
occasions of his life he was unbalanced. 
He had no strong, overbearing convictions 
which came to tho rescue of his weak will, 
and ho lived on the timid side of most 
questions, and decided according to vanity 
or conventionality i»t last. It ia not won- 
derfnl ttirt in tho front o! tho cause of 
slavery should have been set a man who 
was absolutely unhappy without a master. 
He was the decile protege of Win field 
Scott up to the ngo of 54; and Jeff "Davis 
was no loss indispensable to him for the 
rest of his military career. 
Ho figured 


only twice as an independent manhood,— 
when he commanded in West Virginia, 
i n 1802, and when President of Washington 
College. In both cases he wag a weak re- 
spectability, as lost as are some clergymen 
without the book of common'prayer. Na- 
ture, whicli gave him such fine dexterities, 
bad gir.:n him no personality, and his 
biography is merely a succession of 
brillinnc incident?, nniongst which we 
look 
in 
vain 
for 
a 
consistent 


ihaructcr. Conceive, iu the era of Demo- 
cratic individuality, a soldier with grand- 
children moping at Arlington over what 
should be his choice; tho nation, or his 
State, praying, perhaps, for light upon the 
subject. Such a soldior might be more of 
a Chrhtian than George H. Thomas or Joe 
Johnson, who decided and went without 
palaver their several ways, but he must 
have been less a man. And, after all his 
twisting and praying,* be took tho congen- 
ial and cosy side of treason, at that time 
the stronger side, and just the side to 
catch gudgeons'. • Lee was always waver- 
ing, and always falling on the soft side. 
He did not. knew whether he ought to sur- 
render to Grant or not, but he surrender- 
ed. His virtue was bounded by the re- 
spectabilities, and he seemed to have been 
a. voluptuous rSature trying severely to as- 
certain some principles to guide himself 
by, but generally failing. It is not im- 
possible, nnd it looks defensible, that one 
of the notions which took him into thc re- 
bellion was the chance of the Presidency 
in a reunited nation, where a nice person, 
with scruples both ways, and who pos- 
sessed n good deal o£ the 
property

There is 110 record of any high or origi- 
I thought which ho ever expressed. 
In 


pu.ico he naturally fell into a sou2 civil 
ofiice, as he had filled a snug military one 
for two-thirds of his life. In all hin econo- 
mical self-dependent aspect, his life was 
puerile. With two or three thousand 
acres of land he was always running be- 
hind. Religion does not appear to have 
moulded his character, but to have been a 
charily lo the weakness of it.

Rctvviil. ruge, lust, and vanity they fol- 
lowed hid guidons barefoot, without u

Their energy nnd viilor 
will always bo tho marvel of civilization, 
and this man's fume will always be a 
(study, Tbe best verdict will probably not 
rise above this—that lit: was a sqpkceiiore 
in everything but war.

A PANIC IN NEW TORE AM) BROOKLYN-. 


New York fitandsrd Oct. 21. 


At about fifteen inmates past eleven 


o'clock yerterday morning, many of thtt 
inhabitant* of thit city, parricularly tbow 
who happened to be up stain at the timt, 
were- both astonished and alarmed br a... 
rumbling, shaking sensation, something 
like that experienced simultaneously witn 
the firing of a great gun in tho vicinity. 
It only lasted for an instant, and only ona 
shock was felt distinctly. Although many 
were under the impression that it was tba 
result of the discharging of cannons aboard 
some war vessel in trie harbor, the belief 
that it could have been nothing less than, 
an earthquake gained general credence. 
The higher the building the great was the 
shock it sustained, and white many per- 
sons who were in the basements cf their 
dwellings and places of business, felt none 
of the unusual shaking, those in the upper 
stories were rocked backwards and for- 
wards as thongh the whole structure was 
tottering on the point of a fall. 


The high tenement houses were most 


susceptible to it, and in many places the 
frightened inmates came rushing into the 
street in the most panic-stricken condition. 
At a large tenement house on Thirtieth 
street the occupants say that the building 
vibrated so that a tea-kettle standing x>n 
the stove in an upper room was precipitat- 
ed to the floor, and that the window-saahe) 
rattled as though the glass would break. 


Persons in the upper stories of building* 


in the city very generally testify to the 
oscillation, while those who were in or 
near the street remarked a heavy rumbling 
explosion. One gentleman who writes to 
us from No. 7 Murray street, says that the 
rear wing in the upper story ot which he 
was sitting, vibrated regularly, east and 
west, for about one minute, but without 
jar. The txcillatinna seemed to be about 
half an inch in extent each way.

As 
might be expected, the oscillation wat 
greatest in tbe upper stories of buildings,

n many cases not feeling it at all. The 
sensations caused by tbe vibration were dif- 
erent in almost every case, but there was 
>ne thing in which nearly aU agreed, and 
hat was in fancying at first that their 
eclings were the results of personal iudls- 
losition father than from any external 
cause. A ludy who sat at sewing-machine 
it work thought she was going to faint, nn- 
il she noticed every moveable this? is. ths 
room was affected by the shook. Rev. Dr. 
Spear wan sitting in conversation with his 
laughter ut the time, and thought that he 
lad been or was about to bo stricken with 
Mralysis, but was.reassured by seeing tho 
chandeliers and pictures moving. A great 
nany persons ran into the streets in ef- 
right, persuaded that tho houses wets 
about falling on them. In this way a good 
many tall buildings were emptied in doub- 
le-quick time. We have not, however, 
learned of any damage done by the shock. 
The telegraph brings reports from all parti 
of tbe country stating that thc eame shock 
was felt all over the Middle and Eastern 
States.

EARTHQUAKE IS THE PACIFIC. 


Prom tbe Tionoluhi AdvcrlidT, September 2-ltli. 


Captain Prcble, American ship Good- 


speed, on his passage from Hamburg to 
this island, by .way of Cape Good Hope, 
reports that on July Ctb, 1:3) a.m., they 
experienced a very eevcro shock of earth- 
quake, lasting about cnc minute and a 
mlf, causing the vessel to tremble vio- 
lently, a* though she had struck bottom. 
At daybreak 
they had 
made Ravel 


or Sunday Island, latitude 
3f> 14 30 


south, longitude 177 54 52 west, and 
saw an active submarine volcnno near tha 
shore in tho south bays, heaving up col- 
umns of steam and smoke to the height of 
2,000 or 3,090 feet, with such force that 
tho wind did not appear to affect it any 
until lost in the clouds. Thc water had a. 
singular appearance, that of inky black- 
ness, for two days afterward. Tho steam 
issuing forth from tho volcano WHS so dense 
as to pbscure the heavens for a distance Of 
fifty miles around, causing, apparently. • 
the wind to blow from every quarter to- 
ward the volcano. Found no difficulty ia 
jetting up to the island, but much in get- 
ting away, the wind-heading off on every 
tack; was ia sight of the island thirty- 
eight hours. Finly, in his S. P. Directory, 
reports bnt one island in this immediate 
vicinity; Captain Prehle saw nine distinct 
elevations within a distance of four miles, 
running east northeast, from a quarter to 
half A milt) apart, and some of them 
twenty feet high. 


EARTHQUAKE IS ASIA. 


The London Times publishes on account 


given by the Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Batang, of a terrible earthquake, on the 
confine1! of Thibit, China, and Bnrcub, 
felt through an area of one hundred and 
eiphty by ninety miles. Tho event occur- 
red on the llth of April. A shock at five 
o'clock in the morning and a stronger 
shock at noon were followed at sunset by 
an earthquake which leveled the whole 
town, and killed or bruised half of tbe 
population. Tl") missionaries "scaped to 
their garden, and ouly one of tlieir servant* 
perished. The Icr^c and pptend'd Lama- 
ncrai,,.inhabited by the three thousand 
Lvrm, fell with a ora)u. 


The Chinffo official reports, which Dr. 


Chauveau tells us arc a little exaggerated, 
estimate tho loss of human life at 413 
Lama Friert.', 57 eoldi-'rs, and 2,318 'com- 
mon people."

Bradford B. Aldea. 


We are Indebted to Major Lardner for a 


copy of the Army and. Navy Journal, of 
October 22nd, 
containing » memorial 


sketch of the late Ool. Bradford R. Aldcn, 
whoso decesM wa noticed a few weeks 
since, and of whom we gave some reminis- 
cences. The dsce^sed had a few years 
since a large circle of friends and acquain- 
tance* in the oil region, who will he in- 
terested in the communication which we 
reprodnse from th'e tolnmas of (he Jo"rnat, 
as follows: 


Colonel Bradford R. Alden, who died in j 


Newport, R. I, on the 10th September, 
1870, aged 60, wax a gentleman whose 
Peg association with our army, as well as 
his high personal character, demands fai 
more than a passing notioe. He was born 
in Meadville, Pa., graduated at West 
Point in 18.il. and was an officer of the 
Fourth U. S. Infantry until he resigned in 
1S,>:!. At that date he was stationed as 
captain of the Fourth Infantry at Fort 
Jone°, in northern California, with but ona 
-mall company in his command. 
In 


August, Iti53, n universal and formidable 
upn-ing of tho Indians on Rogue River, 
in southern, Oregon, occurred, and a call 
tor aid was sent to him. He instantly re- 
paired thither, distant 200 miles, and be- 
yond his ordinary sphere of supervision, 
with a small detachment of regulars, and 
immediately called out and raised a battai- 
lion of volunteers for tho defence of the 
valley, of whic'h he was elected colonel. 
They met tho Indians in a iliff battle on 
tho 24'.h of August, 1853, ne«r Jackson- 
ville, Oregon, and ho waq badly wounded 
in tho shoulder and spine, a wound from 
which ho never fully recovered. 
Tho peo- 


plo of '.hat valley always spoko in enthusi- 
astic terms of him and his prompt, heroic 
.ind gallant services—nervices which we 
doubt not saved that beautiful valley from 
a great calamity. 


He had prev.ouKly served for several 


years as aide-de-camp to General Winficld 
ticotr, and wns commandant of tho corps 
of cadets at Weet Point from 1845 to 
1862. Tiiui Urgr numbers of its graduate.' 
cau be«r witness to the purity and sterling 
traits of his character. After his resigna- 
tion he traveled in Europe repeatedly for 
his health. 
Unable to rido horseback from 


hn wound, and therefore unfittt d to share 
in the eivil war, ho went iu 1SC1 to the 
petroleum regnm ir. northwestern Ptnu- 
-}h,in;:i, iu:d was forlunalo in initiating 
.lon.c of the muft mcvessfii! petroleum eu- 
trrpriei;- iu ill-it ngion 


Colonel Alden was the ion of Mnjor 


Roger Alden, aidcde-ca:np to Genera! 
Washington in the Revolution, who pass- 
ed upon him the highest encomiums; and 
the -on certainly inherited like virtues. 
No man who ever li\ed pos-cesed more 
heroic and noble traits of character. 
Im- 


bued with decided religious principle's 
from hi-i earliest youth, his pure and 
gcuiul C'jri^tian charucUr was ever exhib- 
ited m numberless acts of benevolence, 
muny of wliich were unknown to mortal 
eyes. Re.il wanf >md misfortune were ever 
met liy him with sympathy, and ho had 
.1 heart a-< big a* the rc*t of the woild. Of 
poli-lied manners ami elegant tastes, h3 
was highly ?ct,ompH'hcd in his knowledge 
of literature and urt; nnd ox'ensive travel, 
with au ob-eiving mind, made him a 
ijmrining companion. He has left behind 
him a pure spo:le-s fume, illustrating the
